Document 1 (fig. 4 ± a particular) sets forth the 

invention of a calibration line preparing method in a 

concentration measuring method, wherein a standard reagent 
APC with a known concentration is prepared in a plurality 

of different concentrations, and for mutually different 
reaction times from 0 to 21.6 hours in the presence of a 
reactive substance HAPC5555, calibration lines for the 
light absorbency values are prepared for each of the 
aforementioned concentrations, and the invention set forth 
in claims 1, 9 and 10 constitute part of the invention set 
forth in document 1. 



Claims 2, 6 and 7 

Document 2 (paragraph [0007] and fig. 3 and 5) sets 
forth a feature wherein a calibration line and conversion 
parameter prepared from measured values in the initial 
stage of the reaction and a calibration line and 
conversion parameter prepared from measured values over a 
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longer period of time, including the post -reaction phase, 
are provided (correspond to the "first calibration line" 
and "second calibration line" in the invention set forth 
in claims 2, 6 and 7 (second invention of this 
application) / and the measured light absorbency value of 
an unknown sample is compared with the critical light 
absorbency which corresponds to the "concentration 
threshold" in the aforementioned second invention of this 
application, and either of the aforementioned calibration 
lines is selected. Document 2 and document 1 are in the 
same field in that they both concern a feature which 
measures the concentration of an unknown reaction sample 
based on a calibration line prepared for each reaction 
time, therefore it would be easy for a person skilled in 
the art to apply the feature set forth in document 2 to 
the invention set forth in document 1 to constitute the 
invention set forth in claims 2, 6 and 7. 

Claims 3 to 5 

The delimiting feature set forth in claims 3 to 5 
concerning the adopt/discard selection of a concentration 
value determined using a first calibration line and a 
second calibration line is neither disclosed nor suggested 
in any of the documents cited in the international search 
report .
